FARM CALENDAR 


By clearing up tops of vegetable 
plants, weeds, and other litter In the 
garden during the fall the disease 
problem on next year's vegetable 
crop can be reduced to a large ex­ 
tent. Af soon as the plants are har­ 
vested or killed by frost the tops 
should be gathered and burned or 
placed on a compost pile which will 
not be used for 2 or 3 years. A good 
fall cleanup is 
the 
easiest

cheapest form of plant disease con­ 
trol. 
Potato fields infected with ring 
rot should be harvested tate, giving 
discased tubers a chance to rot be­ 
fore they go into storage, and thus 
not interfere with the other pota­ 
toes.

Vishinsky was, of course, fighting 
to keep the security council from 
consideration of the charges by the 
western powers that the blockade is 
a menace to world peace.

in the scope of the security council." 
So in order to clinch his argument 
he cooly caused the blockade to van­ 
ish with a wave of his hand. 
The deputy foreign minister arg­ 
ued that the issue should be sent to 
the Big Four council of foreign 
ministers. This in its turn w’as an­ 
other astonishing proposal, in view 
of the fact that the council of 
foreign ministers has long been 
rendered impotent by Soviet ob­ 
struction. Obviously the Russians 
are stalling for time. 
Well, it’s easy to understand the 
anxiety of the Bolshevists to keep 
the U. N. from passing Judgment on 
the charge of aggression. They have 
no intention bf abandoning their 
cold war, but they can have no 
desire to be branded as aggressors 
by a majority of the world’s nations. 
Russia was booted out of the league 
of nations in 1939 for aggression 
against little Finland, and it didn t 
boost Muscovite stock any. 
Threat Of Force 
So Vishinsky fought to escape the 
ignominy of this brand, and the 
United States battled with equal 
vigor to get a council hearing of 
the charges. Philip C. Jessup, speak­ 
ing lor America, charged Russia 
with systematically violating inter­ 
national agreements by "continuous 
use of force or the threat of force 
against 
the 
United 
States,

United Kingdom and France." 
If the Soviet Union wants peace,” 
he declared, "let it resort to the 
United Nations.” 
Of course, there is the possibility 
that Russia and her satellites would 
walk out of the United Nations if 
the Soviet Union were branded as 
an 
aggressor, 
though

would be loath to abandon an or­ 
ganization which is so useful to 
them. Anyway the democracies seem 
determined to risk a split in the 
peace organization in order to get a 
showdown. 
Already Two Worlds 
As a matter of fact, there are 
many observers who feel that such 
a division might be a good thing. 
The democracies would at least get 
a chance to do some constructive 
work, whereas thus far the Bol­ 
shevists have hamstrung the U. N„ 
while using it as a 
propaganda 
sounding-board for themselves. 
But, says someone, that means 
"two worlds” instead of one. Tile 
answer to this is that irrespective 
of the U. N., we already have two 
worlds—the Communist bloc and the 
Democratic bloc. Communism and 
Democracy never can be welded 
into "one world.” 
They just don’t mix, and the 
United Nations can’t make them 
mix.
